San Diego To Hold Next 
International Exposition 


The first stride toward econo- 
mic recovery in California, hing- 
ing upon the success of the Cal- 
ifornia Pacific International Ex- 
position in San Diego, was taken 
today when hundreds of men 
went to work in San Diego’s vast 
Balboa Park to prepare the 
grounds and buildings for next 
year’s spectacle. 


Backed squarely by civic lead- 
ers of the state, who contributed 
$187,000 more than the needed 
$500,000 to assure the $5,000,000 
Exposition, the International 
show will bring together exhibits 
from all parts of the world. It 
will open on May 29—California’s 
welcome, through San Diego, to 
the world. 

Although several hundred men 
have been at work on the Ex- 
position grounds for several 
weeks, hundreds more went to 
work this week. Renovation of the 
present magnificent buildings of 
the site is moving rapidly toward 
completion. In these structures, 
standing amidst luxuriant foliage 
in the park famed throughout 
the nation, the atmosphere of Old 
Spain will be retained. 

In new structures to be erected 
the cosmopolitan air will predom- 
inate, with features designed to 
interest all whims of mankind.

Reports On Beverage 


Tax For Last Month 


Tax On Beer and Wines 
Show Slight Decline 


SACRAMENTO, September 24, 
Although beer and wine sales con- 
tinue to be brisk, the state tax 
for August on these beverages 
at two cents per gallon amount- 
ed to $159,519.17, marking a de- 
cline of $4,401.05 under the rec- 
ord smashing total of $163,920.22 
for last month. 

H. G. Cattell of Pasadena, who 
represents southern California up- 
on the Equalization Board, made 
this announcement here today up- 
on completion of beverage tax 
assessments for 
of total taxable beer sales amoun- 
ting to 6,859,304, California bre- 


weries reported 6,321,968, or 92 
per cent. 
Imported beer sales amounted 


to only 537,336 gallons, represen- 
ting 8 per cent of the total vol- 
ume of that beverage subjected 
to two cents per gallon levy. 

California wines are even grea- 
ter favorites in comparison with 
imported vintages, said Cattell. 
I find that out of total wine sales 
of 1,116,647 gallons, California 
wineries produced 1,089,356 gal- 
lons leaving only 27,291 gallons of 
imported wine subject to tax. 

The outlook is particularly en- 
couraging for our own wineries 
since gallonage of domestic wine 
Sold in August exceeds that for 
July by more than 100,000, or 11 
per cent, whereas the sales of 
imported wines declined to the 
extent of more than 1,000 gallons, 
or approximately 5 per cent. 

Cattell considers the decline in 
the August revenue, contrasted 
with that for July, as the normal 
result of decreased beer drinking 
toward the end of the summer, 
pointing out that while beer sales 
were 316,600 gallons less than 
the month previous, wine sales 
increased to the extent of 98,548 
gallons. 

Confirming estimates previous- 
ly made, Cattell predicts that the 
annual yield from this source of 
taxation should approximate $1.- 
800,000, to be used for reduction 
of the general fund deficit.

DISPOSAL OF HOT ASHES 
AND COALS DISCUSSED 


Do not empty hot ashes into 
& wooden or pasteboard contain- 
er. 


The evidence of annually incre- 
asing danger rue to carelessness 
in disposing of hot ashes and 
coals, and in the tending of open 
fires makes it imperative that the 
public make every effort to curb 
the constantly meaneing risk of 
fire in the home. Hot ashes, coals 
and open fires continue to burn 
homes, showing losses in excess 
of six million dollars per year. 


It is evident there is still a 
great lesson to be learned in re- 
gard to the careless disposition 
of ashes. The practice of throw- 
ing hot sifted ashes back into coal 
bins are still induldged in by 
thousands of householders. The 
proper screening or open fire- 
places should also be given atten- 
tion, and thoughtless raking of 
live coals outside of the hearth 
should be discontinued. 

All households should keep a 
reliable fire extinguisher in an 
accessable place, preferrably in 
the kitchen. Additional extinguis- 
hers in the furnace room and 
garage are advisable.

Two National Forests To 
Be Closed To The Public 


Two national forests in Cali- 
fornia, the Klamath and Shasta, 
may be closed to all forms of rec- 
reation travel, according to S. B. 
Show, Chief of the California 


Region, unless public sentiment 
in the local communities is ar- 
oused to curb the action of in- 
cendiaries who set forest fires, 
Aroused by widespread activities 
of incendiaries this year, two 
forest supervisors, T. J. Jones of 
the Klamath and DeWitt Nelson 
of the Shasta, have been author- 
ied to close their national forests 
to all public use unless local 
authorities and citizens cooperate 
more fully with Forest Service 
officials in preventing forest fires. 

Charges are made that the in- 
cendiary is encouraged by half- 
hearted action and insignificant 
fines by local law officers and by 
a complaisant attitude on the 
part of the public toward forest 
fires. Forest officers declare that 
$75,000 has been spent fighting 
fires on one national forest which 
would otherwise have been used } 
for road building and other pro- 
jects of value to the counties. It 
was pointed out that not only are 
timber and watershed values de- 
stroyed but also that campers, 
hunters and other recreationists 
are diverted to other localities by 
the fear of fires, causing material 
loss to local merchants and resort 
owners. 

Forest Service records show 
that incendiarism has been a 
large factor in the losses sus- 
tained this summer in the north- 
ern and central Sierra national 
forests. 


Much Accomplished 
In Special Session 


Sacramento, (WNU), The state 
Legislature’s two-day special ses- 
sion set a record for accomplish- 
ment, results show. 


Never was harmony so much 
in evidence or compromise so 
quickly reached. Every bill pre- 
sented by Governor Mirriam was 
passed, some with modifications. 
Fourteen important bills were 
passed. 

Some of the bills effected the 
setup of state government. Per- 
haps the most important of these 
was the proposed reorganization 
of the social welfare department. 
It will be organized to cooperate 
with government relief projects. 

Bills on taxation, irrigation 
projects, bankruptcy, $24,000,000 
bond for relief, old age pension, 
and unemployment insurance also 
were formed and will be on ballot.

to a very detailed tabulation of 
those that did report, plus infor- 
mation obtained by letter and 
through fieldmen, supplied to the 
Chairman by Mr. Erich Stuewe, 
‘Assistant to the Chairman, I am 
now able to give you some fig- 
ures indicating the achievements 
of the County Committees for the 
period ending August 31, 1934. 

It should be recognized that 
although activity in organizing 
the County Committees began 
about the first of the year, that 
the work of the Committees did 
not really begin until about the 
middle of July, when with the 
financial support of S. E. R. A,, 
we were able to put five men to 


work on full time, contacting, 
activating and directing the 
County Committees which are 


composed of voluntary workers 
only. 

This report indicates that 47 
County Committees are actively 
jnteresting themselves in Farm 
Debt Adjustment cases, but only 
four of these submitted a formal 
monthly report on cases handled. 
Eleven Committees have not sub- 
mitted any report on the requests 
which they have had for assist- 
ance from farmers. 

Five of the 47 counties have 
had no cases presented to them, 
respectively, Alpine, Inyo, Plum- 
as, San Francisco and Sierra. Of 
the remaining 42, 384 requests 
have been received for some form 
of adjustment. 37 of the 47 Com- 
mittees have held hearings for 


324 debtor-farmers asking for 
assistance to adjust their debts. 
Of these 384 cases, 173 are still 
pending before 27 Committees. 


Of the 384 cases before all of the 
Committees which have made re- 
ports, 211 were classified as 
closed after either a Committee 
hearing or adjustment by a Com- 
mittee member. The disposition 
of these 211 cases was as follows: 
188 by compositions or exten- 
sions or by loans from the 
Federal Land Bank or by 
scale-downs. 
23 cases were referred to Con- 
\ ciliation Commissioners or 
were withdrawn because ad- 
justment was impossible. 


Five counties have submitted 
a total of 25 cases on required 
form blanks for transmittal to 
the S. E. R. A. for payment to 
the Chairmen of the Committees.

The whole tabulation for the 
various counties paints a very 
vivid picture of outstanding 
achievement on the part of the 
County Farm Debt Adjustment 
Committees, and with a human 
interest factor involved which 
makes it anything but dry read- 
ing. 

The report is a complete justi- 
fication of the set-up and work 
of the Committees, because every 
notation of a scale-down or a 
settlement by the creditors and 
debtors points to a farm saved, 
delinquent taxes paid and cur- 
rent obligations met, with the 
farmer in possession of his farm 
and an asset to the comunity | 


where he operates. 
I would like to point 
out to you that the figures as 
viven in this tabulation do not 
indicate the full extent of the 
work being accomplished. Many 
of the settlements are made by 
the individual members of Com- 
mittees and apparently they 
not always consider such settle- 
ments worthy of a formal report. 
However, I believe that as the 
Committees become better organ- 
ized and particularly as they suc- 
eced in securing active secretar- 
ial service, that these cases will 
become more and more a matter

SCECECRCRT RCE : 
WEAK VALVE SPRINGS 

Valve springs which have been 
in use for several thousand miles 
have a tendency to weaken, due 
mainly to excessive heat, accord- 
ing the Emergency Road Service 
of the California State Automo- 
bile Association. A weak spring 
will not close the valve quickly 
at high speed and motor perfor- 
mance is affected. Valve springs 
should always be checked care- 
fully when valves are ground and 
weak springs should be replaced 
with new ones. 


LOSS OF POWER 

When a motor fails to develop 
its usual power the trouble can 
often be traced to one of the fol- 
lowing cause, according to the 
Emergency Road Service of the 
California State Automobile As- 
sociation: Faulty ignition, im- 
proper carburation, valves ad- 
justed improperly, or faulty com- 
pression. Any one of these con- 
ditions may be related to the 
other, each contributing to the 
trouble. 
STEERING TROUBLE 

Striking the curb stone while 
parking, applying the brakes sud- 
denly, thereby twisting front 
springs, or striking bumbs when 
heavily laden, are some of the 
causes of difficult steering, ac- 
cording to the Emergency Road 
Service of 
Automobile Association. Any of 
these abuses may affect the front 
axie alignment 
TREAD AIDS BRAKES 

Even though brakes may be ad- 
justed properly the car cannot be 
stopped in the same distance with 
smooth tires as it can if the car 
is equipped with tires that have a 
good non-skid tread according to 
the Emergency Road Service of 
the California State Automobile 
Association.
